United States and Russia are approaching an atomic stalemate. 


Some think this may tend to stabilize relationships of the big 
powers and so contribute to development of more peaceful rela- 
tions, however uneasy.

The combination of an atomic stalemate, if it becomes an 


accepted fact in great power policies, and a diplomatic standoff 
might very well freeze the present state of relationships in- 
definitely even without any formal East-West agreements to that 
effect. 


The essence of the atomic balance is simple.-. With its reported 
mastery of a hydrogen explosion and its established, atomic progress, 
Russia is close to the point of achieving a kind of balance with 
the United States. 


Most estimates are that the United Stales retains a sizeable 
margin in the number of bombs stockpiled. 
But the destructive 
power of the big bombs is so gieat that equality of numbers is not 
the key to their effect on military strategy. The key is the num- 
ber required to do a devastating amount of damage. 


The spreading idea that an atomic stalemate is approaching 
stems from the estimate that the United States and Russia will soon 
be able to do devastating injury to each other. 


This country, of course, has had the power to work atomic de- 


struction on the Soviet Union for several years. This is believed 
by many to have been the main reason why the Soviets never 
risked major aggressive action against free Europe. 
But it has also been a source of concern to Allied countries, 
where many non-Communist critics of the United States, as well 
•as the Reds themselves, exploited the notion that a jumpy America 
might some day plunge the world into atomic war, striking befoie 
Russia had the bomb. 
Such talk now becomes essentially meaningless because, as 
President Eisenhower recently said, the only thing worse than 
winning an atomic" war would be losing it. For such cold comfort 
as it is, Russia's possession of atomic weapons could mean an end 
to worry abroad about some aggressive action by this eountiy. 
From a Soviet point of view, according to the stalemate theory, 
possession of atomic weapons would create mostly power to attack 
and the power to retaliate against attack. But it would not offer 
any reasonable assurance that if the Reds started a fight they would 


not themselves suffer destruction. In other words, America's pos- 
session of atomic weapons must still be considered a powerful check 
on any warlike impulses in the Kremlin. 


The stalemate theory apparently is having considerable In- 


fluence on government estimates that war in the near future is not 
likely. This is an alternative to the notion that when the Reds had 
atomic weapons in their arsenal the danger of war would imme- 
diately increase. 


There is no evidence that responsible officials think the danger 
has actually increased. The stalemate theory apparently lies at 
the root of their confidence that for the time being the chances 
against an open military out break are greater than the chances 
for it.This view is bolstered by the long-held notion of the govern- 
ment's Soviet experts that the Russians prefer to promote their 
designs by political and diplomatic means if at all possible.

Despite the highest number of 
applications in the past four 
years, University 
At Nebraska 
enrollment for the first semester 
failed to reach an expected 7,000 
when registrations closed. 
Floyd Hoover, director of reg- 
istration and records, said the 
6,762 enrollment was "below ex- 
pectation," though the figure was 
about the same as last year. 
Hoover attributed the number 


of students to "something hap- 
pening" between Aug. 30 and 
Sept. 9." 
"There were a few crucial 
days when the corn needed rain 
and it got hot weather," Hoover 
said. "That may account for the 
failure of figures to go up." 
While the number of freshman 
students increased about six per 
cent over 1952, it did not reach 
the 15 per cent raise expected 
from the number of admission 
applications, Hoover explained.

More Farmers 
Are Hunting 
Fall Jobs

Drought 
conditions 
in Ne- 
Nebraska 
have , forced 
more 
farmers to seek city employment 
this fall than at any time since 
before AVorld War II, the Ne- 
braska State Employment Serv- 
ice reports. 


It is customary for some work- 
ers to shift from the farm to the 
city during the winter, accord- 
ing to Harold Mahan, 
farm 
placement supervisor with the 
service. 
Glen H. Jones, manager of the 
Lincoln employment office, said 
that "the more stable farm work- 
ers have started coming in." 
One Lincoln firm reported 180 
farmers applying for work this 
fall. 
* * * 


"IT'S MOSTLY r}ue lo the fact 
that they just didn't raise any- 
thing this year," Mahan ex- 
plained. "They 'don't have any 
money coming in and they have 
time on their hands." 
Mahan reported that the'situa- 
tion seemed general over the 
state except in the irrigated and 
ranch regions. Farmers looking 
[or work are largely those with- 
out IKestock. 
Officials agreed that the prob- 
lem of finding jobs, for farm 
workers will become increas- 
ngly difficult. 


STATE LABOR Commissioner 
James Weasmer said "There is 
a limit to how many people we 
cart place. With the increase of 
applicants it is not only natural 
:hai we will not be able_to place 
•hem all." 
!'We have not placed all the 
applicants to date and it will 
*et even more difficult when it 
freezes and " construction work 
slows down," Mahan said. 
He added that many employ- 
ers are reluctant to hire farm 
workers who are likely to leave 
in the spring. Also, some firms 
such as ordinance plants, which 
previously were looking for la- 
bor, 
are not employing many 
workers now, he said. 
Most mills and shops in Lin- 


coln have sufficient labor, Jones 
said, making placings more dif- 
ficult. 
Paratroopers 
Hit Vietminh 
Supply Base 


HANOI, Indo-China (/P)—The 
French high command Monday 
announced another daring para- 
troop raid on a big Vietminh 
supply base on the Chinese bor- 
der. This time the target was Coc 
Lieu, 156 miles northwest of 
Hanoi, and the French said bitter 
fighting was under way. 
It was the second such attack 


in 10 weeks on a major link in 
the Communist - led Vietminh's 
supply line from Red China. The 
French on July 17 dropped 1,000 
paratroopers who wrecked the 
Vietminh supply base at Lang- 
son, 80 miles northeast of Hanoi. 
The surprise altack on Coc 
Lieu, directly across the Red 
R i,v e r f r o m Lap Kay, was 
launched early Saturday morn- 
ing.The French reported a small 
group 
of crack 
Viet-Namese 
paratroops, probably 30 to 40 
men, 
spearheaded the attack on 
Coc Lieu- They were backed up 
by "pro-French local elements," 
the announcement said. 
Their targets were the thou- 
sands of tons of war ,equipment 
received by the rebels from the 
Chinese Reds In preparation for 
the Vietminh's autumn offensive 
in northern Indo-Chlna.

Ground Water Supply Found Still 
Plentiful 


Associate State Geologist E. C. 
Reed said there is "no indica- 
tion" that increased use of under- 
ground water in the state has re- 
duced the available water supply. 
Reed noted a "phenomenal in- 
crease" in area's irrigated from 
wells in Nebraska during the past 
20 years and said more than 8,- 
500 irrigation wells now are serv- 
ing more than 500,000 acres of 
land. 
The geologist said statements 
had been made that Nebraska's 
underground water supply is in- 
exhaustible, while others believe 
that shortages would soon occur. 


VThe truth is somewhere in be- 
tween," Reed said. "Certainly 
there seem to be good possibili- 
ties for greater ground water de- 
velopment than is now going on 
in the state. . . ." 
* * * 


REED, writing in the October 
issue of Nebraska on the March, 
a publication of the State Re- 
sources Division, said the in- 
creased use apparently had not 
cut the water supply and added: 
"Moreover, the ground water 
reservoirs are large enough to 
provide large reserves to. hold 
over during drier periods and 
most of them are quite readily 
recharged during periods of ade- 
quate precipitation." 


The geologist pointed to fluc- 


tuations in the water tables that 
have occurred sii\pc 1930. He 
said ground water supplies fell 
during the drought years but re- 
covered and by 1950 the readings 
were higher in most parts of the 
state than ever before recorded. 
* * * 
HEED SATD the state gener- 


ally has a "comparative abun- 
dance of relatively good quality 
ground water." 
"Tne late geologic history of 
the state is such that Nebraska 


is much better endowed with fa- 
vorable, comparatively shallow 
water-bearing material: than any 
of the surrounding stales."

WASHINGTON (fl>)—Earl War- 
ren has been sworn in as the 
14th Chief Justice of the United 
tates. 
President Eisenhower looked 
on as the former California gov- 
ernor raised his right hand and 
took an oath to give justice im- 
partially to the poor and to the 
rich—and thus became the na- 
ion's highest judicial officer. 
Mrs. Eisenhower was with the 
President. 
Mrs. Warren was also there, 
in a blue suit which had small 
red dots and a flat red hat. On 
her shoulder was a large laven- 
der orchid". 
She beamed through the brief

justices and the .audience stood, 
Warren raise'd his hand and read 
the. oath standing before-tthe 
court- cleric, Harold Willey. War- 
ren then "shook hands with Wil- 
ley.The President was dressed in 
a medium brown suit and wore 
a brown tie. 
Mrs. Eisenhower wore a'Slate 
blue suit, a gray fur shoulder 
piece and a flat hat of red and 
gray With silver dots. * 
Justice Black announced "with 
deep sorrow" the death of Chief 
Justice Fred Vinson on Sept. 8. 
Black, in announcing the death 


of Vinson and Warren's succes- 
sion, said that Vinson had spent
